The Sun says at the concluding para- 
graph of a long and thoughtfbl article = 
"All practicable meana of aecuring the 
highest degree of safbty for passengers on 
thy bridge must be adopted at once. If 
necessary, let travel and traflic there be 
suspended until the proper changes are 
made. Last Thursday it was a bridge of 
festivity, yesterday it was a bridge of death, 
thencetorih it must be a bridge of snfe- 
giinrds fir life." 

The World appears to lay the entire 
blame upon the unfortunates who are killed 
or maimed. It waa probably the most 
needless, fbolish, nnacoountible panic ever 
known. An instant'a thought., a glance 
ought to have shown everybody that there 
was no danger and quieted all fears. No 
doubt the idle talk about the probable un- 
safely of the bridge working in the public 
mind was tho true cause of the imnic." 

TheTriliune concimies its articlo by siiv 
ing : "The Trustees and the men wlmm 
they bad jiut in charge of the bridge Imvo 
brought tho structure to a magnificent 
completion, but if they are to bO Jadged by 

Sesterday's faUl blunder, th^ are wholly 
icompetent to take earo of It. They njust 
mend their way or retiro. The people of 
both eities, knowing; full well that snob a 
tragedy aa that of yesterday might readily 
have been prevented by proper care and 
foresight, will certainly hold the manage- 
ment to a severe account for their 
trust." 

The Star likens the bloody baptism of 
the briilge to tho butcheries in the arena 
which followed the victories of the Roman 
legions or other events conducive of popu- 
lar rejoicing, and oonfeaaee that it finds it 
bard to apeak calmly or temperately of 
yestordaj'a alanghter. It adds : "When a 
stmotare haa ooet $16,000,000, and la draw- 
ing $2,000 a day in tolls, there is no room 
or excuse fbr niggardliness in dealing with 
espeni ialf>." 

The llenild, in its analysis of the causes 
of the disaster, fiiid.< that it was jirinci- 
pally due to the absence of a police force, 
which the bridge trustees bad abundant 
authority to employ and maintain.

tropbc occurred on tbv E!aet Uver Bridge 
yesterday afternoon, by which a large 
number of people -liave lost their live^. 
The narrowness uf the footway for passen- 
gers is the cause of the horror. The ma- 
jority of the dead are so far unidentified. At 
about 4 o'Olock tlie long line of i)eople on 
foot in the center walk of the structure 
going fVom and coming to this city thick- 
ened, swelled, and stop|.e<l in ilsiiiotioii 
just at the stairs leading up lioin tlie ciui- 
( c roadway to the bridge |iro]per. ."^lrollg 
men ami teeMe woinen, niiinhood and 
infancy were wedged together in that 
jam by the fearful pressure of the 
crowd, which extended miles, one 
might say. on eitlier en<l ol 
the line. It was a remorseless, tearful. 
Stupid force that held its victims aa im- 
movable as the etono foandationa of the 
bridge itself. The stoppage lasted nearly an 
hour, during which tiiue scores of people 
fainted. To relieve the jnni the l.i idgi> i' Ik iil- 
removed some of tluMrcui paling a I-mv leet 
fVom the siairwoy on the New Vork side, 
when, of Course, t hose uiifoi tiiiiaie enongii 
til be nciir liio opening. v\>'uk and faint- 
ing as they were, imuiediiitely tell belter 
akelter, heels over licml, down on ilie 
lagged, grAvely rood beneath, a uias.M ol 
bruiaed, discolored human fiesh. Scores 
were trampled upon instantiv, and to 
•tumble was death. Men were dragged out 
of that heap of helpless humanity with 
faoea blue as indigo, and the life blood 
trickling out of their nostrils; oliildron 
and women pale, disheveled and dead. 
The roadway on eiihcr siiieof tl.c walk 
was streived with the dead and dying -it 
pitiable sight — and yet. it is said, no eliorts 
were made by the bridge otiicials to btop 
people coming on the bridge. 

The dead and dying were carried off in 
wagosu, earts, etc., improvised on the mo- 
ment fbr tho aerviea. Meanwhile teams 
wore roahfaig both waye at Aill gallop over 
the roadway, threatening the limbs and 
livee of those on foot who were attempting 
to aaaiM the unfbrtunate victims. 

At the Chambers Street Hospital are 
lying thirteen dead — six unknown nu-ii, six 
unknown women, and George Smith, ol 
No. 42 Water street. The othce was filled 
with people making franiiu iii(|uiries tor 
missing friends, and with hysterical wom- 
en. Two more of the dead, one a boy of 
fifteen years and the other a young woman, 
are lyinf at tho oitj ball police aUtion, 
DnldentilM. 

The scene In the City Hall Police Sutlon 
was simply terrible. Women were scream- 
ing and wringing their hands, men with 
torn clothing and bleeding faces, and all 
around the forms of the woiindeil, mont ot 
tbem unconscious, lying beside the walls. 
I'^very now and again a frantic mother 
would rush in inquiring for some one lost, 
but there were uoue to answer her, for the 
revival of the insensible concerned all. 
Then the Jangle of the ambulaaeo bells 
added to the eonfbaion, as wagcn after 
wagon tore up to the door and the surgeons 
deecended. A perfbet stream of nnoon- 
selous fbrms was borne Into the atnUon on 
iiretchers, as the aubulanceo were flUod 
and driven away. 

" I was walking along the bridge toward 
the New York entrance," said a man who 
held a young girl by the hand who 
was crying bitterly, " when 1 lieard 
shouting and screaming suddenly 
arise in Aront of mo. Then I saw hats, 
stioke, and hands stretched aloft, and with 
one scream the whole dense mass surged 
and swayed toward the gates. I sup- 
pose the people thought the bridge was 
coming oowB. Anywav they fought, 
Boreamed and yelled like demons. Chil- 
dren and women were knocked down and 
trampled upon, and I waa borne irresistibly 
out of the entrance. Then I found this lit- 
tle girl, who had lost her friends, and here 
w«.nre, sile^tbeuk Uo<L." 



Afr. Mcrtrn, superintendent of the 
bridge, was seen by a reporter a few 
minutes after the accident. He said: 
" Five minutes before word came to my 
otfice about the catastroplie I received 
word, in answer to my inquiry, that every- 
thing was going on smoothly on the 
bridge, and that the pcdestriana 
were moving along ijuietly. I 
certainly have no idea what 
caused the horrible tragedy, ns 
various anoiints have rca. liLMl me. From 
four dsstincl sources I bear, however, that 
a panic was brought hIioui liy a irang of 
pickpockets. Tho New York jiolicenien 
hod warned us to-day that thieves and 
.nko men were 'operating on the bridge, 
out as none of tbem were identified, of 
course we could do nothing. .Vs soon as I 
beard of the craah, I ordered the roadways 
to be thrown open, and people are going 
across that way now." 

It was not until the dead wagons came 
out that the publio kosw anytblug of tlio 
catusiiophe. The wagons were followed 

ofi' the bridge by women crying for 
their children, and men crying for their 
wives. St vrral of the women were half 
naked, and iii:iiiy li:id on only r:ij;,«.

W hen the approach was cleared at last it 
was literally covered with articles of oloth- 
Ing and personal property abandoned 
in the struggle. They were viewed 
with amaiement by the people 
coining over from Brooklyn who 
had not heard of the dis- 
aster. In the excitement of the crush 
Will, O.xford. aged forty-five, a drunken 
man, delilii i ati'ly jinniiod tr.iiii tin. bridge 
approach into William street, and received 
severe internal injuries and external 
bruises. The place on the bridge where 
the accident oooorrod la tho danger apot In 
the street. 

SOMB or THE StCKBimO STCNBS. 

The police Joined the bridge officers in 
clearing a little sjiace about the foot of the 
steps, and ill dragging lo one side from 
the niii^s of bodies the dead and the 
living. Some emwled out by them- 
selves. A company of the Twelfth 
New York Regiment worked hard at 
draggbg tbem out. Seventy-five seemed 
to be nearly dead. Tliey were laid along 
on the north and south sides of tlio path- 
way, and the people from lirooklyn jiassed 
on between tlieiii. Men and wooen turned 
faint; at the sight of the swidleii and 
bhioil-staiiud faces of the dead 
Four men, a lad, six women and a girl o( 
filt<en yeare were quite dead, OV 
died in a few momenta.

Ona oontaina n elock-Iike mecban- 
lam, which flaakaa It iBpoeelble fbr tho 
lock to be opened either oy picking or by 
the key without the fbct being registered 
lomewhat after the manner of the bell- 
punch used by street-car conductors. The 
interior of the lock is su arranged that tho 
" movement " cannot be afterwards changed 
back to its former condition. 

Another description of lock contains 
thin plates of glass over the keyhole, 
which are broken by the insertion of the 
key. A largo number of the looks found 
lo be the moat practicable will be required 
for the leading railwaya engaged in for- 
wardbug Importad Ipoda. The Boston k 
Albany, New York Central, Pennsylvania, 
Baltimore & Ohio, Erie and Grand Trunk

Charlie, who died in 
infancy and \a buried in the gr<>undHsur 
lounding the dwelling, just north of the 
residence. The oldent son. Dr. VVillia'u 
M., resides in Buena Vista, Cotnratlo; the 
remaining members of the family, Crit., 
Lottie and Lewis, are at home with their 
mother. 

Siiortly after mnrriajre Mr. Shultz re- 
moved t'> Cincinna'i, where In- en</;iifc(l in 
ilie coiiiniission business, and coiitinued 
in business there for hetwt-i'n two and 
three years, when he moved to latan, 
Missouri and engatred in farunni:. In 1S()1 
he came frtim Mis-ouri to Warren coun- 
ty and settled on what was then known 
as the "Armsby farm," two miles south 
of Monmouth, in Lenox township. Re-

Mr. Shults waa an open generoua en- 
terprising and public-spirited man always 
ready with his purse and influence to 
further evi ry enterprise for the ;.'row th 
and a<iv.m( cinent of Monnioulli. He 
was one of the nudn ninveris in theerec- 
tipu uf the Opera House, and tinally he 
becametlie uA'iH r i>f the building. Aaa 
neighbor and friend he waajOMMSOd ot 
that genuine Kentu< ky hoapitaiity and 
frankness that made his home one of the 
most pleasant and attractive in the dty, 
and none were more earnest in entertain- 
ing friends and company than be. To 
those with whom liewas intimate he was 
a fust and abiding friend. and true, and 
with them WHS modt deservedly popiil.tr. 
The death of no citizen could he more 
universally re><retted. He leaves a de- 
voted wife and iiiteating family of chil- 
dren to whom this community extend 
their warm aympathiea ia their hour of 
aorro# and bereavement.

1. If nil rftilroad cunijianioB conijieiinff 
for the Hiiiiie clnsM of traftie from and to 
common (>"''!''*. "cre in aocord. it would be 
prncticn'ile to n very Inrijc extent to 
abaniloii llio inMniiij; of railwiiy trains on 
the Siililiiiih 'liiy. The chief difheulty in. 
that in these (Imv»i of sharpcompetition time 
has beounic »iich an important clement 
that if one railroad company would vol- 
untarily oease in IraAo for one day 
during the week, while others continue, it 
would lo<ie lor;iely thereby. Yet. for ex- 
ftiniilo, were cnk-Il of the trunk lini's to 
ab-^olulelv rct'n-'C to exch;ni>;e iruliic of 
any kind with their conneclionj. finm *' 
I), m. Sntui'ilay until Moiiilay lunru.ntf. ii 
Would lie n simple matter for these trunk 
lines, as well as for their Western connec 
tions. to BO nrranee the moTenient of trafbc 
as to practically do away with the running 
of Sunday trains. 

2. There is no question as to the deaira- 
bility of pi^)hibiting Sunday work on rail- 
ways. The law of nature, to say nothing of 
the higher law, rcquire<i that men 
nhoiild have rest one d:\y in seven. 
Is there any reason why a railway en- 
gineer or conilin tnr is not entitled to 
LiH rest au much ah a nierchaat or nianii- 
Iscturer? 

8. This company has endeavored to so 
arrange the runs of its trainmen and en- 

{ins«rs as to bring them home on Sunday, 
utllttls eaa ba dona in that diractiMi 
witbont Um eoasartad aetkn on the part of 
All oonpaales Intsmtad in the same 
traAo. 

4, I do not belieTO at the end of the 
Tear tJie lo«s in traffic would be apprecia- 
ble were all Sunday work Stopped, and in 
the bettor morale of the men the railway 
companies woidd be ahiiinlantly paid fur 
doing away with work on this day. 

6. While the public would no doubt at 
Urst be dinsatisfiud nt the cessation of Sun- 
day work, and would claim injury there- 
by in. tha matter of detention to freight 
and delay to mails. H is difficult to soe 
how much Injury eonid really exist, were 
the practice of doing away with Sunday 
work made uniform on all roads. As 
an exaiujile, at one time it wnn thnuirlit 
necessary tor cacii of the roads to riui a 
train t'mm ("hicago Sundays; afii-r n 
while this was cbangeil so that a train 
left each Sunday on one only of the three 
roads. This ocauced at first some dissntis- 
fkction. )<ut it soon passed nway and the 
result of the eiperimeat. so far as I have 
bean able to Isam, was sntlrely satis- 
fbetory. 

Looking St the question from either a 
Boml or eeonnniical standpoint, no candid 
person can uuholi] the running of trains 
on Sunday. \\\.nt is there in llie tiuginess 
of a railroHil coiii'iaiiy dilferent from any 
(•tlier liMsiiies-', which will r('()\iirp an 
exception to he made of it and its employes 
to work when Others ar* allowad aad 
expect rest ? . 

The elTeetof this constant aud nerer- 
tadlag work Is act injurious to the men 
tbanseWas. but most dsplorable to their 
fkmlllea. If it is tma, as Lord Bacon says, 
tliat a man who baa a flamily has given a 
healaga to fortnae. it is equally true that 
he should he allowed to live at least part of 
bis lime with those fbr whom he has to care, 
and certainly should have at least one day 
in every seven, which uioier our svslem of 
railway latjur lie cm not have, to devote to 
bis own an. I private niMllers. 

To bring ahont a cessation of •Sunday 
work now would he much less diffioult than 
it would have been a few years since. All 
OTWr the country railroad companies 
ara grouping tbeaiselTes into as- 
•oaiatlons tor the exchange of trafle, 
tlM maintenance of rates and the 
better carrying out of agreements, such as, 
for example, the trunk line conimitice. the 
Joint executive committee, the southwestern 
railway association, and may otiiers. If 
these companies can come together on 
short notice to arrange for any and all 
questions of mutual interest, it would be a 
simple matter were this question of Bun* 
day work properly considered, to briag 
about a reform in the same.
